Wheat Under the 1955 Price Support 


Program Are Announced For Wise 


Farm ers 
who plan to put 
wheat under 
the 
1955 price 
support program must be pre­ 
pared 
to 
meet 
more specific 
standards of grain sanitation. 
Under the revised 
program 
of the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, wheat does not meet 
the minimum requirements for 
food if it contains more than 
tw’o rodent pellets per pint, or 
comparable am ounts of conta­ 
mination, or contains two per­ 
cent or more, by weight, of ker­ 
nels visibly damaged by insects 
W heat not meeting these stan­ 
dards must be disposed of for 
non-food uses. 


The same program based on 
minimum 
sanitation standards 
was in effect several years ago. 
Most of the wheat that leaves 
Texas farms is clean grain — 
w’ell above these standards. W.

We read also that King Josiah 
said 
to the 
Levites, 
“ Prepare 
yourselves.’’ The Protestant Chris­ 
tian belief is that all believers are 
priests. A service of worship, as 
we understand it, is not a kind 
of performance in which the m in­ 
ister up there behind the pulpit 
does it all while we just sit and 
watch him. One reason why we 
get so little out of church is that 
we put so little into it. If you had 
an interview with the President 
of the United States, 
wouldn’t 
you m ake some preparation for 
it? You don’t just “drop in” to 
see a m an as im portant as that. 
And yet people will go to the 
house of God without the least 
preparation. They m ay be well 
dressed, but their minds are only 
half-dressed and their souls are 
more than half asleep. You have 
a right to come before God with 
a burdened heart; he welcomes 
the heavy-laden. But you have no 
right to expect much from a so- \ 
called worship service which you 
enter with a mind cluttered with I 
workaday botherations you won’t 
let go, with a heart hardened by 
pride, 
with a spirit alm ost of 
defiance, as if you said to the 
minister, I dare you to interest 
me! 


“Prepare for Yoer Brethren” 
Josiah also told the Levites to 
prepare for their brothers who 
were coming to worship. True 
worship in a church is not an 
individual affair, as if each person 
present were sitting in a separate 
cell listening in by ear-phones. 
There is no point in “public” wor­ 
ship unless there is some sharing, 
some fellowship, some opening of 
the heart. A service of “worship” 
from which the people stream 
homeward 
without 
speaking 
to 
one another, or praying for and 
with one another, is a poor affair.

Highest Honor 


I-*oe Angeles, June 16 — Tex­ 
as Power and Light Company 
Wednesday 
night 
was 
named 
winner of the electric industry’s 
highest honor, the Charles A. 
Coffman 
Award for 1954, in 
ceremonies 
conducted 
at the 
23rd annual convention of the 
Edison Electric Institute in Los 
Angeles. 


The award was presented to 
W. W. Lynch, TP&L president, 
by Phillip R. Reed, chairman of 
General Electric Company, do­ 
nor. The award is presented an­ 
nually to the 
electric 
utility 
company judged as making the 
greatest contribution to the ad­ 
vance of the industry and ser­ 
vice to customers. TP&L is the 
first company in the Southwest 
to win this 
award, establish­ 
ed by General Electric 33 years 
ago in honor of its first presi­ 
dent. 
In selecting the winner this 
year, the judges 
cited Texas 
Power and Light Company for 
“extraordinary 
enterprise 
and 
resourcefulness 
in 
uncovering 
and developing the extent and 
value of untapped natural re­ 
sources 
. . . and for its con­ 
tribution to the industrial and 
agricultural development of Tex­ 
as.” 


The judges 
this year were 
Harold 
Quinton, president of 
Edison Electric 
Institute, Dr. 
Jam es R. Killian Jr., president 
of Massachusetts 
Insitute 
of 
Technology, and C. W. Kellogg, 
past president of Edison Elec­ 
tric Institute. 
Important among the reasons 
TP&L won the award were its 
research program of preparing 
and using lignite in power plant 
boilers, pointing toward the de­ 
velopment of a 
low-cost fuel 
for production of electric pow- 
wer, and the use of this natural 
resource for the further indus­ 
trialization of the TP&L service 
area. 


, 
After some 13 years of ex­ 
perience using lignite for a fuel 
for its Trinidad generating sta­ 
tion prior to 1940, the com- 
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patly in 194$ began an exten­ 
sive research program, working 
with the U.S. Bureau of mince, 
to determine how Texas lignite 
could be used more effectively 
as a fuel. 


The results obtained In this 
program were largely respons­ 
ible for the location in Rock­ 
dale, Texas, of the Aluminum 
Company 
of 
America’s nevr 
smelting plant. 


In the citation by the Coff­ 
man 
Award 
judges, 
TP&L’S 
lignite investigations are com­ 
mended as ‘"nationally 
recog 
nizf d to be of benefit to the in­ 
dustry and the public by open­ 
ing up the potentialities for ec­ 
onomic exploitation of the na 
lion'a vast and largely undevc 
loped deposits of lignite and o 
ther low - rank, non - coking 
fuels.” 
TP&L’S contribution to both 
industrial and agricultural de 
velopment of Texas wore m en­ 
tioned in the citation. The uti­ 
lity 
company’s 
research 
into 
such other resources as clay and 
iron or. 
nod its economic de­ 
velopment for 
attracting 
new 
Industries to the "Texas Bright 
Spot,'1 
as the company terms 
its service area, have resulted 
f in the establishment of many 
new plants. 


In the agricultural field, the 
company is carrying on an ex­ 
panded farm 
service 
program 
with specialists in the field In 
direct contact with the farmer 
and his problems. Research on 
practical and economical appli­ 
cation of electricity to farm op­ 
erations is included among pro­ 
jects being carried on 
In co­ 
operation with educational in­ 
stitutions and other estbltshed 
farm agencies. 


The Relection of the annual 
winner of the Coffman Award 
begins with nominations by a 
panel of 35 persons, represent­ 
ing every section of the nation, 
who 
select 
those 
companies 
whose achievements during the 
past year are regarded by them 
to have been outstanding. Next, 
a review 
committee 
compiles 
and analyzes 
the 
information 
about the companies (this year 
numbering 
28) 
cited 
by 
the 
nominating 
panel. From 
this 
group, tho 
review 
committee 
selects the four or five 
they 
consider outstanding, which are 
invited to present to the judges 


in competition for the award. 
Four companies were so cited 
this year. They were: Arizona 
Public Service Company, Clover­ 
land Electric Illuminating Co!, 
Pennsyvanla 
Power and Light 
Co., and Texas Power and Light 
Company.

That “something else” may he 
as simple a problem 
as 
too 
much food and excitement the 
night before: 
It may, on the 
other hand, be a serious threat 
to bodily health. In either case, 
it is a warning that you should 
act immediately, in the one case 
by slowing down the tempo of 
your social life, in the other by 
seeking the advice of your phy­ 
sician. 


Headaches can be caused by 
fatigue, by infection, by aller­ 
gy, by an injury or by an emo­ 
tional disturbance. But all 
of 
them fall into three categories: 
mechanical, toxic and functional. 
A headche from eyestrain, ov­ 
erwork or inflammation of the 
sinuses is a mechanical 
o n e ; 
headache caused by too 
much 
acid in the body, by constipa­ 
tion, by over-indulgence* in alco­ 
hol by 
inhaling 
certain 
gas 
fums, all of which slow up the 
blood 
circulation, 
are 
toxic 
headaches. 
Functional 
head­ 
aches include the oft-mentioned 
migrane and those caused 
by 
high blood pressure.
